Dorinda the preparatory stage a wide latitude is permitted in 
respect of most things; the one point chiefly to be attended to being 
steady rowing. In actual training, however, the case is different. 
Certain definite laws aro Inid down as to forbidden fruits and for- 
hidden pleasures, and compliance cannot be too strict or too ready, 
In the first place, absorbing intellectual labour and sedentary oc- 
eupation should as much as possible be laid aside, and all mental ex~ 
citement or anxiety should be avoided, The hour of rising should 
not be too early or unreasonable, and no violent exercise which bis 
cause profuse perspiration should be taken before breakfast, as t ze 
system is thereby weakened, Hard rows and long runs at a early 
hour are especially to be deprecated; they cause lassitude, nee of 
appetite, and a fecling of general debility and staleness throughout 
the day. Tho writer of this paper was once trained by a water- 
man, and among other things he was always ordered to riso at five 
o'clock and to do a tremendously hard row (before breakfast) at 


about half-past six, in the waterman’s company. This killing pro- 
cess he underwent for some time, 
but he was ultimately obliged to ent 


givo it up, It is true that, after 
taking his bath on his return home, 
he had a good appetite for break- 
fast, but his general sensations 
during the day were those of ex- 
treme fatigue, and of being perfectly 
dono up; indeed, so tired and weary 
did ha become as to be quite unable 
wo prevent himself, falling asleep 
daily in the afternoon, As the evenz 
ing, approached, he was obliged to 
take another row as hard as, or even 
harder then, the morning pull. Tho 
only marvel is that he ever sur- 
vived such a trying and erroneous 
course of treatment. 

As another instance, it may be 
mentioned that a well-known gladia- 
tor, who recently figured very 
prominently before the public ina 
twenty-four foot ring, once asked 
the writer, in conversation on tho 
subject of training, whether rowing 
men did strong work early in the 
morning before breakfast, and upon 
receiving the reply that such was 
often the case, he remarked that 
he himself, when preparing for 
some of his former battles, had been 
similarly treated, and that his feel- 
ings were always those above men- 
tioned: that he had from practical 
experionce come to the conclusion 
that any labour beyond a smart 
walk hefore breaking-fast was a 
mistake, and that after adopting ,

After rowing 
hard, great cireumspection is re- 
quisito to prevent a cold being 
caught; men, therefore, should 
novor stand about after gotting out 
of their boat, but should put on 
warm coats, tie up their throata, 
and, unless they run, go indoors as 
quickly as possible, to have a rub 
down and to change clothes. 
Draughts of cold wator or of other 
liquids should never be taken while 
in «@ heated state. Before sitting 
down to meals the men should 
always rest for a short time; also 
for some time after them. No Aleep 
is permitted. after dinner. or te; 
until the proper hour of bedtime 
arrives, Beyond all things, on no 
account should anyone take violent 
exercise immediately after a heavy 
moal, for to this cause may to a 
great extent be attributed the late 
premature decease of a celebrated 
sculler, - Fresh air in the sleeping 
apartments is essential, as ill-venti- 
lated. rooms are: unhealthy; and if 
the men can bear thoir windows 
partially opened (weather, of course, 
permitting) withont catching cold 
or sore throats, so much the better, 
supposing their rooms are not suffi- 
ciently vontilated in another way, 
Standing about on wet gronnd or 
on dowy evenings should be guarded 
against, and so should lying down 
on tho grass in warm weather, be- 
cause the more powerful the sun, 
the greater the evaporation, and tho more chance of rheumatism, 
Exposure to the rays of the sun in summer is injurious, and parti- 
eularly so on the day of the race, Jf it is absolutely necessary to 
0 about much out of doors under those circumstances, it is a good 
plan to carry an umbrella to protect the head and neck, The rowing 
clothes, as woll as the mats on tho thwarts of the boat, should, after 
being used, be woll dried before they are again called into requisi- 
Hon... 'To this matter sufficient attention is not paid. 

Numerons articles are inadmissible in training diet, but much de- 
pends upon the constitution of individuals. However, all things 
which boar the ordinary reputation of being indigestible should be 
eschewed—such as the majority of raw vegetables, and, in some 
CABeH, CES, if they prove constipating, which they frequently do, 
The same may be said of much toasted bread, and for the same 
reason no green tea should be drunk—black tea, not too strongly 
inf used, i the best, It should, however, never be taken very hot. 
Coflee is generally very heating, and is therefore best avoided. Cocoa 
is not so objectionable, but it does not agree equally well with every 
one. White butchor's Meat, such ap veal and pork, all salted flesh, 
and highly-seasoned dishes, are inadmiygible. As previously men- 
tioned, there is no harm in a moderate use of the ordinary condi- 
monts-pueh as pepper, salt, and mustard, or even gingor-——as they 
promotadigestion ; they should not, however, be taken to excess.

IMPROVEMENT OF THE HORSE, 
(From Wilkes's NewYork Spirit of the Times.) 
Lona@experience has raised the horse from a wild, unmanageable 
brute to a useful servant. He has been domesticated, and made to serve 


and riding | private interests and the public wants. How few appreciate his services ! 


(IN PRIVATE GOST UME.) 
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He saves the bones and sinews of men by performing: their labour, He 
is the great lever of production. Hesubdues the earth to replenish the 
granary that supplies food to starving millions, Commerce could not 
make her exchanges without him. He is the intermediate agent of all 
commercial intercourse between the producer and consumer, outside of 
the great national railways that have threaded our valleys and notched 
our mountains. Hoe puts in motion the products that enter into our 
foreign and domestic trade. He is truly a beast of burden—a labour- 
saving power to human hands. He co-operates to lengthen human life 
by lightening human labour. As the instrument of capital, and agent 
of industry, ho becomes a substitute for sixteen men, he substitution 
of horse-power for man-power, for the purpose of production, has de. 
veloped the wealth and resources-of the State. 

The modern improvements in the animal and vegetable kingdoms 
are the auspicious omens of the public advancement. The apple is 
improved by grafting or inoculating the native sprout. The new 
shoot expands into & vigorous tree. ‘he same method acts with equal 
effect upon the animal kind, The native force is replenished by en- 
grafting thereon a@ scion of superior growth. The new scion may 
become the “ Adonis of his kind.” Such is the progress of regenera- 
ting the brute creation. Step by step they are brought from the 
native to the cultivated state. ‘The fountain being inoculated with rich 
blood leavens the whole mass, and it flows down in the undistinguished 
current to enrich the genealogy of the race, 

Tho disputed question of the superiority of the Arabian over the 
English horse has been settled and adjudicated in favour of the modern 
English thorough-bred. They must hold empire over the Avab till a 
new aristocracy shall rise up to dispute the power of the English 
gourses. ‘Tho Bedouia must gtriky hig flag—no | pager flaunt it t thy 
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breeze in competition with his English descendants. 'The performance 
of the Irish nag Fair Nell, and the late contest between the English 
horse Companion and a chosen Arab, must settle the controversy. It 
is no longer in doubt. The English horse can beat the Arabian horse 
in his own country over the sands of the desert, 


The enlightened customs of a civilised people have raised the modern 
horse to a condition far above his Arabian progenitors, They excel 
them in speed, size, strength, bottom, and in all those great qualities 
that elevate the brute. The improvement of the horse keeps pace with 
the intelligence of the people. As soon as the Anglo-Saxon became 
more enlightened than the Turk or Arabian, the English horse began 


| to improve upon the Barb. “Tho current of individual enterprise runs 


through nations. . One nation excels the other in proportion to its 
intelligence and perseverance. The arts have flourished with the 
triumph of universal education, The diffusion of knowledge has 
revolutionised the horse, and regenerated the ox. It has spread over 
our broad acres those beautiful flocks that ornament the hill-side, and 
graze upon the rich valley. They have replenished our storehougsex 
with the commutations of their abundance, and contributed to individual 
wealth and national prosperity. Government in the most enlightened 
countries stimulates the people to improvement by liberal rewards that 
create a competition between rival producers. We regret to. say 
that» little or no encouragement has been favoured | by our 
Government to breeding or improving the horse, States and 
societies have awarded premiums for the production of _ animals 
for agricultural uses and general business purposes, with con- 
siderable success. As much as this Government is interested 
in securing the cavalry-horse, they have done nothing to promote his 
production or improvement. _ If individuals 
prefer to raise a cavalry-horse for: which 
they have not a particular use, the Govern- 
ment, when aaralled by a foreign or domestic 
_ foe, graciously accepts to buy said horse if 
the proprietor will sell him at a limited 
price. This price may be so limited as to 
exclude the well-bréd animal raised exclu- 
sively for war, and fill up the cavalry with 
an inferior class raised on cheap food at little 
expense. There is a risk of demand for the 
warhorse, They may accept of the cow- 
heeled draught-horse for cavalry-horse, as 
dissimilar to the breed as daylight is from 
darkness. Services involving the risk of 
life require the high-bred, courageous horse 
to keep up with the chivalrous daring of the 
soldier. Jt would bemoral suicide to mount 
the cavalier on a horse with which he could 
neither fight nor retreat. ‘The Government 
has made no provision for the supply of 
cavalry-horses. There never has been a 
sufficient supply to meet the demands in 
time of war. It is not in the nature af 
things to furnish a future demand without 
some prospective encouragement. The Nor- 
man, Connestoga, Indian pony, half-breds, 
und nondeseripts, promiscuously assembled 
together, form the cavalry. None but the 
high-bred charger are actually suited to tho 
exigencies of war. Bounties appropriated 
for the best thorough breds, in order to 
secure the most powerful weight-carrying 
crosses for cavalry, would form an adequate 
motive to secure this efficient arm of the 
military service, Individuals and associa- 
tions have done this to improve the business- 
horse, The Government must do the same 
to improve the cavalry-horse, Where ia the 
wisdom or economy of using a horse bred 
only to walk for the military service? Who 
ever heard of an individual puttiag on to 
the race-course a draught-horse. No such 
blunder was eyer committed by the amateur 
in the history of breeding. The success of 
ourarms depends much wpon the action and 
endurance of the horse under weights. 
The blood of the common roadster must be 
jrenewed by a cross with the thorough-bred 
to give it animal spirits and endurance. Tho 
thorough-bred has become swift by preserip- 
tive inheritance, by preserving the breed in 
‘an unbroken chain of descent for more than 
200 years. ‘he experience of two conturies 
is worth much as an accumulated capital to 
start upon, It is impossible to make a good 
cavalry-horse out of an ill-bred drone. 


Mutual wants and common interests have 
produced the business-horse, ‘The common 
defence and mutual protection must ulti- 
mately produce the horse for public use, 
The Government, to save its existence, must 
sccent the altornative of offering premiuns 
for the raising of saddle-horses, or of posting: 
stakes for racing, to keep the material on 
hand for the future production of the war- 
horse, The safety of the commonwealth and 
the security of ‘the people depend much 
upon the brute creation, to protect them, from 
the bad passions of men. Government ap- 
peals to aniutal force, to restore obedience 
to the laws, and secure it from the dangers 
of impending dissolution. How few of your 
armies would proclaim their victories to 
the world without the aid of the horse! 
How many would fail, in disastrous defeat, 
except for the succour and support of the 
ox. Fow, indeed, could stand the torrent of 
invasion in front and rear without. the 
mounted regiment. Tt was the boast of the 
Roman strategist that he had secured the 
Persian horse—dismounting the bold eaya~ 
lier was hailed equal to a victory. Hannibal 
was victorious so long as he could mount 
the Barb. He schooled his antagonist in the 
tacties of the cavalier, until he surpassed 
his preceptor. Scipio, at the gates of Carth- 
age, taught him in return the value of his in- 
structions. Tt was one of the labours of Her- 
cules to secure the mares of Diomedes, which 
had become terrible from feeding on flesh. The fury of animals is 
created by the food they consume. Tho Numidians fought upon 
chargers without saddle or bridle. Their horses were disciplined to 
surprises by night-attacks—the most difficult exploits. Troy is fabled 
to have fallen from tho strategists of the Greeks inventing a wooden

Tn Use or THE Orrer.—Among the destructive and poaching 
implements which the law permits to be used in England, and 
which, perhaps, is productive of as much, if not more, mischiof than 
any other engine for fishing in use, is the otter—termed in the 
north the jack or lath, Numerous and loud have been the com 
plaints which from time to time have come to us with regard to this 
device, Lakes ruined and rivers spoilt are the incessant burthen 
of the theme, In Cumberland and Westmoreland such is the pre- 
valence of jacking, that all fair sport seems likely to be utterly 
knocked on the head. Lake after lake, river after river, are swopt 
with these infernal machines, until they become piscatory deserts 
to the rod-fisher; for, if a fish does have the luck to escape, he 
escapes horribly mangled. Not long since a gentleman wrote a 
“ My lake is utterly ruined.” Another—“ Our river is lath-fishe 
to that. extent, that going out with the single rod is useless. 
Another writes us word—" We one day counted five jacks at work 
opposite to us, in the space of a mile, My neighbour, of es 
House, has been fairly jacked off his water, He was so worried by 
them that he bolted and left them in possession, and I don’t know 
when he will come back.” These are but. mild samples of com- 
plaints that have been coming to us for years, until the grievance 
has become intolerable, and loudly calls for redress. Unfortunately 
the Salmon Act, by increasing the number of spawning fish which 
reach the upper waters, has offered an increased inducement to the 
poacher to prosecute his bedevilments, and the good which the Act 
would do, is fairly, or rather unfairly, neutrilised by the above 
means. ‘ The use of the otter is distinctly forbidden in Ireland and 
Scotland, and, we'trust, will not be long permitted jn England, but 
will, with its kindred practice of cross+lining, be strictly prohibited 
in any future law. ~

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RACING RECOLLECTIONS,

CHESTER AND ITS CUP. 
“Charge! Chester, charge! On! Stanley, on!” ; 
Weret ho last words of Marmion, Marmion, 

Tuxne isa Royal English city famous in sporting annals, which, 
in point of antiquity and interest, throws Windsor completely into 
the shade, That city is Chester, whose annual racing meeting vies 

* in importance almost with Epsom, Ascot, or Doncaster; possessing 
as it does one great event; viz., The Cup Race,” on which there 
arises nearly as much speculation as on the Derby, and more than 
there is on the Doncaster St. Leger. ; Sart . 

Chester, asa city, is one of hose scarce relics of antiquity which 
the ruthless hands of improvement have spared. It is sufficiently 
old to have; been, mentioned by Ptolemy, and subsequently by 
Antoninus, as aplace of groat strength. It was oneof the principal, 
stations of the Roman invaders of England, and the Twentieth 
Legion were stationed here during the reign of Galba and snccoed- 
ing Emperors, in order to check the continual incursions of the 
Ordovices, who did not submit to the Roman yoke for a lengthened 
period, . When the Romans quitted England, it was taken from tho 
Britons by the Saxons of Mercia, who kept possession of. it until 
Egbert united the Heptarchy under one government, Whilst King 
Lgbert kept his court here, in-the tenth century, the King of Scot- 
land, the Prince of Northumberland, the King of Man with all tho 
Welch Princes (the whole ‘being eight in number), came to do 
homage, and’ to ‘ratify their loyalty and humility to him as Lord 
paramount, Like so many Royal Bargemen, they rowed Edgar in 
his pleasure-boat, on the river Dee, which skirts the fair and 
ancient city, 

In 1658, as some workmen were employed on tho foundations of 
a house in Forest-street, they discovered a curious altar, belonging 
to the before-named Twentieth Legion, and near it the charred 
hones and tho sacrifical instruments; and in Bridge-street, in the 
cellar of an‘inn, are still to bo seen the remains of a Roman hot- 
hath, Standing as it doés on ‘the verge of the old and border 
counties, Chester has suffered much in the different wars carried on 
hy the contending parties in Great Britain. The King of North- 
umberland andthe Danes ‘ravaged if in turns, but it always arose 
from its rnins with fresh lustre. When the civil wars broke: out, 
Lord Byron seized it for the King, and placed a considerable 
yurrison in it, which held out until want of provisions compelled a 
surrender, 

The Bishopric is of very ancient origin, it having been am Epis- 
copal See under the Mercian Kings; indeed, until recently, com- 
paratively speaking, tho. Bishop: was not only ’a Spivitual, but a 
Temporal Prince, and Count Palatinate, having courts, kaws, and 
officers of his own. Chester had also its abbey, and many “religious 
houses,” The keeper of the gates, too, was once reckoned so 
honourable an office that it was claimed by many noblo families, 

But ages have passed away, and after having stood siege after 
siege, and forming the bone of contention of a dozen different fac- 
tions, Chester still stands, a monument of antiquity in its green and 
peaceful old age—and a curious, quaint-looking place it is, There 
ia no city in the three kingdoms to which it bears tho slightest 
resemblance, The antique buildings, with the long ranges of 
external connecting galleries, “forming.an up-stairs side-walk,” 
which the denizens term “ rows,” giya the town a most grotesque 
und yet pieturesque appearance, whilst, the walls ‘still standing as in 
feudal times, the spectator is forcibly reminded of the vast - social 
changes that have taken place sins tho old castle was garrisonod 
by troops of dependent knights and vassals, and tho fair “Rhoodeo” 
was trodden, not by ‘“high-mettled racers,” but “ war-steeds " and 
‘‘ambling palfries,” 

1 confoss 6 an innate love and liking for Chester. Many would 
pronounce it a “ queer old city,” and ao it is; but how replete with 
histori¢al recollections ; how. connected with legends of love and

Clande Lorraine could paint, The spot where now you are standing, 
which to-morrow's sun will see devoted to peaceful contests, has 
re-echoed with the clanging charge of mailed horsemen; gaudy 
pennants have here fluttered in the wind; whilst from those grim 
old towers many a,throbbing heart has watched the varying fortunes 
of the fight below, and thence many a maiden has seen the plumed 
casque of her betrothed bite the dust, But our romance is destroyed, 
for here comes the express-train of the Chester and Holyhead Rail- 
road, over that huge, unsightly viaduct, which isin ill keeping with 
the antiquity of the other buildings, and destroys the external 
picturesque appearance of the city. 

As a natural amphitheatro, the Chester race-course is admirably 
situated, skirted as it is by the broad city walls, whence a perfect 
and gratuitous view of the course, and all its proceedings, can be 
commanded by thousands, The only misfortune is that the track 
is too confined for the large fields of horses which assemble at the 
starting-post to contend for the heavy stakes down for decision—else 
would the Cestrian Hippodrome he the most complete in the king- 
dom as it undoubtedly is in all the arrangements of grand-stands, 
weighing-house, accommodations for the gentlemen of the Press, 
and all the punctilious official business connected with racing, which 
is here brought to the highost perfection, 

Epsom on a Derby Day is a grand sight—and one which strikes 
most strangers dumb with astonishment —foreignors ospecially, 
who incontinontly sot John Bull down as racing mad; but Chester 
on “ The Cup Day” bangs Epsom into fits, for the spaco is more 
confined, and the mass.is wedged together in a style that renders 
separation and extrication apparently an impossibility; how all the 
people got there, and where they come from, I leave the railroad 
authorities to elucidate, for I never could with any satisfactory 
result, How the stewards ever manage to get the course cleared 
at all—nas perfectly cleared they do get it, and keep it, too, prior to 
each race——is, and ever has been, a mystery to me. And what 
becomes of the solid phalanx of human beings who thronged it to 
suffocation a few moments previously—and for whom there 
did not seem an «atom of room outside the rails— 
is a still groater puzzler; yet, like the body of old 
Potonius, a get safely stowed out of harm's way... I believe all 
Englishmen love a crowd—thoy glory in elbowing, pushing and 
driving each other about; and a broiling sun, which causes the 
perspiration to exude at every pore, seems only to heighten their 
evident enjoyment of “confusion worse confounded.” No thorough- 
bred member of the Bull family is half so happy as when ho is in 
the vortex of a rampant, roaring mob; atid those who would see him 
enter con spirito into this species of sublunary enjoyment should 
visit Choster ona “Cup Day.” The consumption of both solids 
and fluids is annually enormous; but ample preparations are made 
to satisfy the cravings of frail, perspiring humanity, for upwards of 
half a hundred temporary hotels are regularly erected on the course, 
each and all of which drive o rosring tra e; every liquor, from 
“humble porter” to.“imperial tokay,” being ready at command; 
whilst “ cockshies,” “ringing the bull” “ target practice,” “ mounte- 
banks,” “ jugglers,” “ dancing dogs,” “ Mr. Pune ,” and other amuse- 
ments, gratify and edify the lioges betwoen the racing-acts. 

Most English racing-meetings have ono great, particular feature, 
which, like the late Duke of Wellington's nose, eclipses all the rest 
in prominence, That of Chester is, par excellence, its “ Tradesman’s 
Oup” race, which is a cup only in name—being no piece of plate 
at all, but de fede & purse of $1,000 added to a sweepstakes of $125 
each, with a forfeit of $75 for the non-starters of the horses entered 
who have oried “content” with. the handicapper's imposition of 
woight, and $25 only for such as, being dissatisfied; retire im-- 
mediately the handicap is made, and the weights published in’ the 
official Racing Calendar; Tho Chester Cup (for I must ‘still “call it 
#0) is by far the most popular of the great English handicaps. 
This has arisen from a variety of causes, the chiof one being the 
impartiality which has for many years been manifested in the 
appreciation of the abilities of the varidus horses ‘entered, and the 
strict justice displayed in adjusting proper weights to each—without 
fear, favour, or affection, But as I may frequently have occasion 
to speak of this peculiar species of racing-stake, and as some of 
my readers may be ignorant of its true character, let me explain it. 

A “Handicap”—thus named from tho weights and names being 
originally placed in a cap, and thence drawn by hand—is a racing- 
stake with certain spocified conditions of prico of entrance, forfeits, 
penalties, distances to be run, &c,, for which (witha few exceptions) 
horses of any age, and whether whole or half-bred, can bp entered 
by any number of owners, each of whom has the right of naming 
just as many animals as he pleases, This is tho first step, and is 
called ‘the entry.” Tho handicappers are either the Stewards of 
the Jockey Club, or, as at Chester and some othor places, responsible 
officials selected by the Race Committee of the loeality, and to thom 
belong the delicate and onerous task of carofully weighing the 
merits and demorita of each individual animal—of comparing sopa- 
rately and collectively all their previous performances, and whero 
none exist, the racing antecedents of dam and sire; and then 
of apportioning to cach such a weight, irrespective of age, as will, 
as nearly as possible, bring the entire lot to one common level, 
and give all, whether good or bad, an equal chance of winning, 
This can be accomplished to a nicety; for, excepting in rare in- 
stances, you may do anything by adding or diminishing the weight. 
A good handicapper will take a hundred public horses, and bring 
them down to three pounds—viz. ; to such nice discrimination of their 
abilities that that woight added to or deducted from his impost will 
turn the scale, and either give victory to any horse named, or deprive 
him of it. 

Thia weighting of the horses entored is the second step, and being 
accomplished, the list is published, and a day namod ‘(generally 
long prior to that of running) when acceptance or forfeit is to be 
declared. Thoso who are content with tho handicapper's decision, 
“accept ;” those who think they have not a favourable chance at the 
weights spociflod, “scratch” their horses from the list. and, paying 
the smaller forfeit for entry, retire, leaving } 


whilst their positions at the finish prove that, whilst justice holds, 
the balance, the feat is easy of accomplishment, Weight will do 
anything; it is the weight that makes or mars, that kills or gives, 
the victory, when unfairly imposed; and that, when honestly ad- 
justed, leaves it in doubt to the last moment, :

Wuist with a Fauitry Pack.—A pack may be faulty if it con- 
tains a duplicate card. This error is not easily detected, and may 
long remain undiscovered. In fact, if the duplicates belong to the 
same suit, and are of trifling importance, they will on the one hand 
escape those who content themselves with counting the cards of a 
suit, and, on the other, those who do not see them on the table 
together. Thus, if a pack contains two fours of spades instead of a 
four and a five, this hardly affects the play, and might long remain 
unperceived, At length they are played together, and tho error is 
pointed out, and in all probability it is not the best player who first 
makes the discovery. A joke has sometimes been grounded on a 
pack made purposely faulty. Ono case may be related in whist— 
the players certainly were very unskilful, but it is strange, that out 
of four players not one discovered the imposition, It lasted a long 
time, and would have continued much longer, but for the shouts of 
Jaughter from the lookers-on.
